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That the Words nextly meant thus, is evident 
from ſeveral-concurring Paſlages, in the Chapter 
wherein they are found. 

But then this Evangelical Propher had an Eye 
to remoter and greater Events, even to the King- 
dom of the Mefliah, | and the fpiricual  Redemp- 
tion of his People. He deſcribes the defireable- 
neſs of their Mefſage, who ſhould be employed in 
future Time, to-publiſh che moſt joyful Advent of 
the great Saviour of the World, who was to lead 
Captivity Captive, to deliver Mankind from the 
power of Darkneſs, the bondage of Satan, into 
the Glorious liberty of the Sons of God : The 
juſtneſs of which- Myftical Senſe is ſufficiently 
warranted by the Apoſtle Paul's uſe of the Words 
in our Text. For he manifefly improves them, 
to ſet forth the Beauty and Deſreableneſs of the 


_ Miniſters of Chrift, on account of the Meſſage 
which they bring to Mankind.

They are Perſons 
inveſted with a public CharaRter ; Ambaſſadors 
of the bleſſed and only Potentate ; the Meſſenger: of 
the Lord of Hoſts; They are to be looked upon 
as in God's ftead ; the buſineſs they are employed 
about is their Maſter's bufineſs ; and the Words 
they ſpeak to be conſidered as the Words of God, 
and not of Man- Job. 33. 6; Jer. r. 7. Ezek. $4.7. 
And as Miniſters are Chrift's Officers and Re- 
preſentatives : ſo they do not take this honour to

Pride, Vain-confidence, and Self-fufficieney are 
very uncomly Vices; and Humility, Carefulneſs, 
Faith and Prayer, are very Ornamental ; eſpeci- 
ally in a Miniſter. And morevver, whilſt he en- 
deavours to work out his own and his Hearers 
Salvation with Fear and Trembling, he will be 
leſs likely co run in vain, and mifs the Honour of 
turning many unto Righteouſneſs.” 

2+ Since (as we have heard already) a orinci: 
pal Part of the beauty of our Meſſage to __ 
kind, conſiſts in the Matter or Contents of it; 
it follows, that we cannot be too curious about 
che Things which we deliver ro our Auditors. 

We muſt 'be ſure ſo far to take heed to bur 
{elves and DoEcrine, as to preach the Truth, and 
that only. In our DoArine we _—_— =T_ 
4/6 "4 BOLL ſound Speech that cannot e719 
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med; Titus 2: 1, 7, 8, To the Law and to the Te- 
fimony ; if Minifters ſpeak not according to this, 
there will be no Lighe nor Beauty in their Ser- 
mons: How many deformed Monſters, I mean 
foul Errours, have been propagated from the Pul- 
pir, whilſt Preachers, forſaking the written Word, 
and what may be rationally inferred from it, 
have preſumed to vent their own wild undigeſted 
Notions for Do&rine; and to build Wood Hay and 
Stubble upon Chrift's golden Foundation 2? 

And as Miniſters may not mix their own Fan- 
cies with Divine Truths; ſo neither may they 
ſhun to declare to their Hearers the whole Truth, 
the whole Counſel of GOD. Yea, tho' his Com- 
mandments ſhould be grievous to ſome of their 
Hearers, and they ſhould fay 'concerning them, 
Theſe are bard ſayings ; yet they muſt be faichfully 
informed, and preſſed to compliance. 

And tho'-it be crue, ” chat no part of GOD's 
Will is to be kept back from our People ; yer 
doubtleſs there are the greater and weightier 
Matters of the Law: and theſe claim our ficft, 
moſt frequent and paſſionate Recommendation. 
If we ſhould 6 our Pulpit Diſcourſes with things 
whoſe weight is ſmall, or whoſe Morality ma 
be called in queſtion ; we ſhould ſoon bring thoſe 
Diſcourſes into Contempr.
